SIAM. 


The conclusion of a new treaty between the 
United States and the kingdom of Stam im- 
parts to this country a new interest. Multi- 
tudes know its sovereign only as the “ B-other 
of the moon and „* of the two White 
Elephants,“ and its people only as represented 
by the duplex wonder, Chang and Eng, who 
alter being exhibited over Amesica and Ku- 
rope, have settled down as peaceable citizens 
of North Carolina. Yet in name they are our 
brethren, for they style themselves the Thai 
or “ Free people. Some travelers have stated 
that few countries are capable of supplying 
richer exports, or affording bet“ er opportunities 
for acquiring wealth or extending the domain 
of useful and agreeable knowledge. “The 
wild beasts of the forest,” says Neale, “ would 
farnish very many valuabie skins and very 
valuable ivory; the trees yield a great variety 
of gums, and spices, and dyes; the fields and 
banks of the river, rice, pepper, tobacco, sugar, 
spices, and eventually tea, coffee, &c.; beat su 
ply of silks, bo and manufactared.” In 
1833 a previous but imperfect treaty was made 
by Edmund Ro in behalf of our country. 
The attention of several European powers has 
lately been turned thither. A favorable treaty 
with England has been made by Sir John 

Bowring, Governor of Hongkong, who speaks 
in the most exalted terms of the present Eing’s 
intelligence, information, liberality to ſoreigo-

sciences. And it is probable that American 
vessels may yet import thence rice, as from the 
Indian Archipelago, for our Chinese popula- 
tion in California ; or find cargoes of the nu- 
merous articles of food, wear. ornament, or 
medicine, annually carried by thousands of tons 
to Singapore, India, the Archipelago, China, 
or England. 

| POPULATION. 
Mr. Roberts estimated the number of Siam- 
ese to be 1,600,000; of Laos, 1,200,000; of 
Chinese, 500,000; and of Malays, 320.000. 
This is somewhat higher, however, than the 
computation of the French missionaries and 
others. Bangkok, the capital, is chiefly built on 
piles, or rafts rising and falling with the rapid 
tides ; a measure adopted by a former king 
from sanitory considerations, on account of the 
terrific péstilences which desolate the hot val- 
ley of the Meinam. The Laos, and mountain 
tribes, are said to be more bold and warlike, 
but the proper Siamese, whom I have seen oc- 
casionally in Canton, are much inferior to most 
other Asiatic races; an indolent, licentious, 
ignorant, crafty, servile and superstitious race. 
Their — 7 appearance is not at all improved 
by the red streains of saliva, stained with betal - 
nut and lime, that ooze from both corners of 
the mouth. 
CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 


Mr. Finleyson, who went there wi 
English embassy of Crawfurd, says : 2 
It is to the Chinese nation that i- 
amese are indebted for whatever —— 15 
they possess of the advantages of commercial 
intercourse. In defiance of the laws of the Ce 
lestial Empire there would appear to be scarce- 
ly any limit to the extent of emigration from 
the greatempire. Her subjects are the best 
and most industrious part of the population of 
the surrounding pations, over whom their in- 
dustry, their superior intelligence, and knowl- 
edge of the arts, have given them a great and 
decided superiority. Siam, a country sank 
under the most debasing tyranny, destitate alike 
of arts and commerce, offered a fair field for 
the development of their superiority. Fear 
had long opposed obstacles to the increase of 
the Chinese, till at lengtd the government, 
either from conscious incapacity of restraining 
them longer, or from motives of a different na- 


bounded encouragement, and nted them 

rivil which render their condition infinite- 
y ble to that of the natives of the coun- 
try. On the other hand, the benefits which 
the Chinese emigrants have conferred on this 
rude nation are of obvious and striking utility, 
and of no ordinary importance. They have 
sown the secds of commercial enterprise. They 
have created commerce where none prevional 
existed, and with theis hands they have, as f 
were, called into existence some of the more 
valuable objects of commerce. Scarce twenty 
years have elapsed (he is writing in 1821) 
since the first sugar-canes were planted in this 
kingdom. The annual produce in sugar at the 
present time is stated to amount to 30,000 
peculs, of 133 / Ibs. each, or 1788 tons. This

For a time they were treated with courtesy 
and favor. But as oce friendly to Romanism 
confesses “ the haughtiness and insolence of the 
French had gone on increasing till the nobles 
became alarmed for their own influence.” In- 
trigues, mingling in politics, the presumption 
of assistance from the French power, the bos 
tility of the Dutch merchants, ard the disgust 
of the people, at length rained them. They 
were expelled from the country, the king de 
throned, and a new dynasty established. Such 
is the history of Jesuitism in almost every 
nation of the Old World. It is said that at 
present, notwithstanding renewed sabsequent 
efforts, there are but between two and three 
thousand proselytes. Many of these are de. 
scendants of early Portugese settlers. 

No English, or any other Protestant 
European Societics, bave maintained 
in Siam. Regular labors among the Siamese 
proper commenced with Rev. J. T Jones, who 
was sent from the American Baptist Mission 
in Barmah in 1833. Messrs Dean, — pe. 
Reed, Shuck, and others have contin the 
work, among both them and the Chinese. The 
mission at present one station, with 
four out-stations, nine American missionaries 
and four native preachers witn some assistants, 
a church with thirty-five members at present, 
and two boarding-schools and two day-schools, 
with forty pupils. 

The American Board of Commissioners, after 
the depa.ture of Mr. Abeel in 1832, sent 
out other laborers; the mission is however 
now connected with the American Missionary 
Association. Until within a few years there 
has not been a large force. Now ten ordained 
ministers are reported, with their wives. 
They speak hopefally of the prospect of suc- 
cess at present. 

The ouly other missionary efforts among the 
Siamese have been those, somewhat — Sh 
having been once entirely suspended for several 
years, of the Presbyterian Board, which were 
commenced in 1840. At present there are 
connected with the field the Rev. Messrs 8. 
Mattoon, 8. R. House, A. B. Morse, and their 
wives and a Chinese assistant, named Qua- 
kieng, ‘They look upon the present as anera 
of encouragement in regard to Siam. Their 
labors have been abundant and not unblessed. 
During the past year they maintained a prom- 
ising boarding-school of twenty eight boys and 
young men ; and printed 23 500 copies of gos- 
pels, tracts, &c., more than half of which were 
distributed among the sick, inquirers, houses, 
and boats. Mr. Mattoon thus rotices the pre- 
sent labors in the way of preaching and relig- 
ious services : 

“ A daily service in Siamese, of reading and 
exposition of the Scriptures, singing and pray- 
er, has been held with the school and ali in our 
employ. In connection with this, the pupils of 
the school commit and recite a portion of the 
Scripture each morning. ‘They have in this 
way gone nearly through the Gospel by Mat- 
thew. The Chinese assistant has one service 
in Chinese for those who understand the lan- 
guage. On the Sabbath a preaching service 
and Bible class in Siamese have heen held 
throughout the year. An English Bible class, 
which the pupils study in English; and a third 
exercise, in Siamese, were held by Dr. House 
till he le% Bangkek, at the end of April, and 
have been continued by Mrs. Mattoon, when 
sickness has not prevented. Mrs. Mattoon has 
also a class of females, when able. One ser- 
vice each has been held in two dialects of Chi: 
nese. In these various ways some forty or fifty 
persons have been under constant instructions ;

We may close our article with the words of the 
last report of the Board in relation to the pre- 
sent prospects of this nation, and the duty 
of American Christians to a country whose 
ruler and people seem so favorably inclined to- 
wards us and towards the knowledge we pos- 
sess; a cowtry now Providentially presenting 
tly increased facilities for the residence 
and traffic of the American merchant, and the 
benevoleat activity of the American preacher 
of the gospel of the “ Lord of the whole earth.” 
It remarks that — 


“It may be hoped that enlarged views of in- 
ternational policy will henceforth prevail in 
the court of Siam, which is already the most 
enlightened and enterprising of the native 
Eastern Asiatic goveraments. Without the 
light, the morals, and the motives of the 
Christian religion, no government nor any 
nation can permanently enjoy prosperity. 
Having enjoyed opportnuities denied to many 
others of u tanding the true nature of the 
Christian religion, as having promise of the 
life that now is, and of that which is to come, 
they may readily perceive that all the best in- 
terests of their country, no less then the eter- 
nal interests of themselves and their subjects, 
would be promoted by the prevalence of the 
gospel in the land. For this, let the Church 
pray unto Him, who tarneth the king’s heart 
as the rivers of water. 

What appears urgeotly required now, is the 
vigorous prosecution of this mission, in view 
of the present work and its widely open field. 
More laborers should be sent forth. More 
prayers should be offered unto God for them 
and their work. Faith should abound. The 
Charch would then soon see the suecees of her 
labors. The power of Divine grace in fatare 
years, like the interpositions of a kind Provi- 
dence in t, would signally mark the pro 
gress of this mission.”

the University. The Common Schools of this 
city, which, notwithstanding the disadvantages 
under which they have labored, have done so 
much, by carefal and thorough training, to 
ground the children in the rudiments of learn- 
ing, have y contributed to bring about 
this result. r citizens have | to feel 
a just pride in their schools, and to entertain a 
strong desire that every facility for a com- 
— education should be furnished within the 
imits of our own State. They do not now 
consider themselves mere sojourners here, but 
have set up the staff of their rest in this 
goodly land. Their toil and effort are here to 
be expended in making homes for themselves. 
Their children are to be born and reared, to 
live and die here. All the instruments, appli- 
ances and helps, to make the fature life of their 
children successful and happy, must be furn- 
ished here, and be suited to different cir- 
cumstances, and uliar conditions under 
which the battle of life is here to be fought. 
And tbus schools of more or less pretension 
are being established over the whole State; 
and that a full supply of competent teachers 
may be secured, the voice of Public Opinion 
is beginning to be heard, demanding the estab- 
lishment of State Normal Schools, of Colleges, 
and an University. 

To carry out and complete this great and 
necessary scheme, we learn that a number of 
our citizens, who are aren ready to forward 
every good work, are earnestly engaged in per- 
fecting arran ts for the establishment of 
an University, which shall be equal to the 
wants, and present the strongest claims to the 
energetic support of the people of this State. 
A site has been fixed upon in a beautiful tract 
in Napa Valley, admirably adapted to the 

u No more fortunate selection could 

ave been made. The valley is one of the 
most fertile as well as beautiful spots in Cali- 
fornia. It is easy of access, and its fine cli- 
mate, beauty of scenery, and celebrated 
springs, have already made it a place of gen- 
eral resort from all parts of the State. 

As if nothing was to be wanting to urge on 
the true friends of Education to united and 
vigorous action, it is hoped and expected that 
the Rev. Dr. Bushnell, an eminent divine and 
accomplished scholar, may be induced to be- 
come President of the University, and to labor 
in a field so worthy of his great talents and so 
certain to advance the best interests of a great 
and growing State. How vast a benefit and 
blessing might accrue in the future to the 
millions who shall people the shores of the 
Pacific from the labors of such a man, guiding 
and controlling such an institution, who shall 
venture to predict ?

Messrs. Eprrons: I noticed in one of the San 
Francisco pa recently, the assertion that 
“ Kogland is the only country in Europe where 
the press is unshackled.” I must be allowed 
to state to you, gentlemen, that such an asser- 
tion, though often repeated in both periodicals 
and newspapers, especially in the New York 
Herald, is utterly incorrect, and as such bas 
astonished me every time I met with it. Is it 
possible that American writers can be so ig- 
norant as to the institutions of the Northern 
countries of Europe? It may be thought 
that the small countries of Europe do not de- 
serve, from so great a nation as the United 
States of America, any attention whatsoever ; 
but a glance at the history of the war of 30 
years would likely enough modify such an opin- 
ion. Tne power attacked and conquered by the 
Swedish army under their immortal King Gas- 
taves Adolphus was fur more formidable. and 
more hostile to freedom than that one against 
which the American ple, under George 
Washington, defended themselves in their war 
of independence. The illustrious monarch was 
fighting for the liberty of conscience, and he 
had only one thing in view, the glory of him 
who said: “ One is your master, even Christ, 
and ye are all brethren.” 

I ask the permission of calling to your re- 
membrance the well known fact, that the priv- 
ilege of Sweden, for instance, to enact her own 
laws, is almost as old as her history. These 
privileges were natarally extended 4 Chris- 
tianity commenced to reflect its lustre upon 
that nation, which took place in the ninth and 
tenth centuries. Charles XI., it is true, was a 
monarch with unlimited power, but this change 
in the general government was by a voluntary 
act of the representatives of the people, an act 
for which they, alas, were paying a heavy 
alty, when Charles XII, in a useless war of 15 
years, exhausted the immense treasures accu- 
mulated by his father. But what the Swe- 
dish nation had, through Parliament, so wan- 
tonly given away, was soon en. In the 
year 1809, the Kiog Gustavus IV was de- 
throned without the loss of a single drop of ha- 
man blood. The States then assembled, drew 
up a constitution conferring upon every indi- 
vidual the rights of free . and 
the liberty of assembling together for the elec- 
tion of their own representatives, and for draw- 
ing up the petitions for redress against griev- 
ances, when such were complained of.

abook. Addison, whose classic elegance has 
long been considered the model style, was shy 
and absent in society, preserving, even before a 
single stranger, stiff and dignified silence. In 
conversation, Dante was taciturn or satirical. 
Gray or Alfieri seldom talked or smiled. Rous- 
seau was remarkably trite in conversation— 
not a word of fancy or eloquence warmed him. 
Milton was unsocial, and even irritable, when 
much pressed by the talk of others. 


The Posterity of Cain. 


Cain's settlement, after the curse set upon 
him by the Lord,was in “the land of Nod on the 
east of Eden.” If Eden represent the whole 
district between the Indus and the Nile, then 
this must have been in the wild, mounta‘nous 
regions of Northern India and Western Tarta- 
ry. The exact country our geography cannot 
define. ‘Two peculiarities have characterized 
the inhabitants of that region in every age. It 
has been a land of Nod,” that is “wandering, 
unsettled,” as to a large share of its popula- 
tion; and yet it has been, strange to say, a land 
remarkable for the magnitude, grandeur,wealth, 
manufactures, learning and commerce of its ci- 
ties—just as the early cultivation of the arts 
by the descendants of Cain might suggest. No- 
where else in the world has been seen the min- 
gling of such contrarietics, and of such ex- 
tremes. And to this day, it is a wonder. The 
traveller with peril pevetrates to the centres 
of these wild and grand landscapes, where even 
Nature collects the highest mountains and 
deepest chagms in the world the most savage 
sterility, and gardens of the very primeval Par- 
adisaic fruits. But when he does so, he is 
amazed by the fortifications, the palaces, the 
libraries, the founaries, the bazaars, the tem- 
ples. He meets there with men who seem the 
genuine offspring of Cain; prodigies of learn- 
ing, that wafider over the continent like vaga- 
bonds ; speaking many lan s, poets, phi- 
losophers, yet murderers and thieves ; claiming 
descent from Israel, or from Alexander the 
Great, yet lying, abject, knavish beggars ; ped- 
dling in the same hour diamonds, pills, manu- 
scripts, garments, pearls, antiquarian relics, 
musk, shawls, or cutlery, which they have car- 
ried immense distances, but with distrust of 
every one, they keep concealed till opportunity 
for their disposal presents itself; the acutest, 
basest, unhappiest of mankind. The temper 
and the ban of the first murderer’s family re- 
main with them after all the changes of six 
thousand years, till this day.— Oriental.

Notwithstanding its far 
greater moisture, it is so much more uniform 
in its temperature, and so much less liable to 
very sudden changes from heat to cold, and 
vice versa, that the population can with great- 
er impunity be out every day. ‘There, is how- 
ever, a vast deal in habit, and the young 2 
etd our country should make it one o 
its to be out, and in vigorous , eve- 
ry day, more or less. In this way, as they 
prow up, they will find itso necessary to their 
Ith acd comfort to continde the practice, 
that not only will no effort be required, but 
they willas soon think of going without their 
meals as to omit their walk, ride, or games. It 
is not merely a saunter, that will benefit a 
young girl. After the restraints of the school- 
room, the utmost freedom should be allowed, 
both mental and physical, within the bounds 
of — We far rather see a girl a 
romp than a sickly, over imaginative, novel- 
reading, cardy-eating creature, such as we 
have had the misfortune to behold, with much 
sorrow of heart. Let the muscles have healthy 
lay, and the mind gains new energy daily. 

e then have no Lot-house plant, but just that 
mixture of the wild flower and the cultivated 
plant which is delightful to see.

It is not by frequent, 
spasmodic fits of exercise, plan in some 
moment of temporary excitement, that any 
one will advance health and strengthen the 
frame. A devotion to walking our beautiful 
Common, mechanically followed, because “ one 
must take exercise,” will not effect the desired 
end. It is much in the spirit of taking medi- 
cine, and not, as exercise and sports should be 
estimated, an eagerly anticipated pleasure, a 
draught that is sought for, not half dreaded. 

By continued habits of out-door exercise 
and amusement, much of the influence of our 
wayward climate may be obviated. The mus- 
cles become more firmly strung, the lungs are 
less alive to outward impressions, and morbid 
mental sensations are less likely to be genera- 
ted. All know the power of habit ; therefore, 
young people, form and maintain good ones as 
to physical health and ae and “ when 
you are old you will not depart from them.” 

We mentioned the cootrast drawn between 
England and America as to the babits of girls 
in respect to exercise. We clipped the para- 
graph from the Boston Evening Transcript, 
and present it to our readers. 

1 The English girl spends more than one- 
half of her waking hoursin physical amuse- 
meats, which tend to develop and invigorate 
and ripen the bodily powers. She rides, walks, 
drives, rows upon the water, runs, dances, 

lays, sings, jumps the rope, throws the ball, 
urls the quoit, draws the bow, k up the 
shuttlecock—and all this without having it 
pressed forever upon her mind that she is 
thereby wasting her time: She does this eve 
day, until it becomes a habit which she wi 
follow up through life.

Curiosities of Criminal Jurisprudence. 


At the trial of William Penn and William 
Mead, for a riot conspiracy, at the Old 
Bailey, Sept. 5, 1690, the jury brought in [a 
verdict of “ not guilty,” which not being sat- 
isf to the court, they were kept a night 
without meat and drink, fire and candle; and, 
on refusing to give any other verdict, were 
fined forty marks each, and committed to New- 
gate, till their fines were paid, for going con- 
trary to plain evidence. ere the above fine 
and commitment according to law? and has a 
judge now the power of acting in a similar 
manner, if he thenk that the jury's verdict be 
contrary to the evidence? ‘The discretion of 
the judge has been the rule in such cases, and 
is now. In English government prosecutions, 
in former times, there were many ou 
instances of oppressive treatment to coerce a 
jury to find verdicts of guilty ; but these were 
mere abuses and usurpations. The judge is 
still empowered to use his discretion, but the 
chances of his abusing his trust are less. If 
the jury are suspected of corruption or perjury, 
the judge might cause prosecutions inst 
them, or discharge them and call another, If 
he thought the verdict wrong, he might t 
a new trial. As to the two questions above, 
therefore, 1. They were not strictly according 
to or against law, bat were violations of its 
spirit. 2. The judge has, strictly speaking, 
the power; but the risks to him would be 
so great in consequence, that practically he has 
not. 

In February, 1688, in a trial for murder, the 
fact of the corpse bleeding afresh on being 
touched by the murderer was admitted in evi- 
dence. For the above fact vide “ State Trials.” 
Is it not still held, in some of Europe, that 
the bleeding of a murdered man’s body on be- 
ing touched is conclusive proof of the presence 
of the murderer? It is so held by the vulgar 
in Scotland and other parts of Europe, but no- 
where by the law.

A little business practice in San Franei 
teaches one a mouruſul lesson of moral deprav- 
ty, and almost warrants the belief that a pro- 
cess of corruption has been going on in this 
State with hot-bed acceleration. Ignorant of 
business here, thoogh accustomed to busy op- 
erations in other places and other spheres, we 
have seen enough of business here, and the 
principles upon which it is conducted, and the 
irresponsibility of agents, to suggest the idea 
that as a business community we are drilti 
to leward, and the corruption is as gener 
as itis malignant.

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The Currents of the Indian and Pacific 


Oceans. 

The following extracts from Lieut. Maury's 
valuable work on the “ Physical Geography of 
the Sea,” will aid to throw light on the mode 
in which the ancestors of our aborigines were 


transported to these coasts : 
By — examining the physical features 
of this sea, [Indian Ocean, studying its 


conditions, we are led to look for warm cur- 
rents that have their genesis in this ocean, and 
that carry from it volumes of overheated water, 
probably exceeding in quantity many times 
that which is discharged by the Gulf Stream 
from its fountains. 

The Atlantic Ocean is open at the north, 
but countries bound the Indian Ocean 
in that direction. The waters of this ocean 
are hotter than those of the Caribbean Sea, 
and the evaporating force there is mach greater. 
That it is greater we might, by observation, 
infer from the fact of a hi temperature and 
a greater amount of precipitation on the neigh- 
boring shores. These two facts, taken together, 
tend, te would seem,to show that large currents 
of warm water have their genes's in the Indian 
Ocean. One of them is the well-known Mo- 
zambique current, called at the Cape of Good 
Hope the llas current. 

Another of these currents makes its escape 
through the Straits of Malacca, and, being 
joined by other warm streams from the Java 
and China Seas, flows out into the Pacific, like 
another Gulf Stream, between the Philippines 
and the shores of Asia. Thence it attempts 
the great circle route for the Aleutian Islands, 
tempering climates, and losing itself in the sea 
on its route toward the northwest coast of 
America. 

Between the physical features of this current 
and the Gulf Stream of the Atlantic there are 

to rida an uba ; 
Borneo 8 with the Old Provi- 
dence Channel to the south, and the Florida 
Pass to the west. The coasts of China answer 
to those of the United States, the Philippines 
to the Bermudas, the Japan Islands to New- 
foundiand. As with the Gulf Stream, so also 
here with this China current, there is a coun- 
ter-current of cold water between it and the 
shore. The climates of the Asiatic coast cor- 
respond with those of America along the At- 
lantic, and those of Columbia, Washington and 
Vancouver are duplicates of those of Western 
Europe and the British Islands; the climate of 
Uslifornia (State) resembling that of Spain; 
the sandy plains and rainlees regions of Lower 
California reminding one of Africa, with its 
deserts between the same parallels, &c. 

Moreover, the North Pacific, like the North 
Atlantic, is enveloped, where these warm wa- 
ters go, with mists and fogs, and streaked with 
lightning. The Aleutian Islands are as re- 
nowned for fogs and mists as are the Grand 
Banks of Newfoundland. 

A surface-current flows north through Beh- 
ring’s Strait into the Arctic Sea; bat in the 
Atlantic the current is from, not into the Arc- 
tic Sea; it flows south on the surface, north 
below; Behring’s Srtait being too shallow to 
admit of mighty under-currents, or to permit 
the introduction from the — basin of any 
large icebergs into the Pacific. 

ring’s Strait, in phical —— 
answers to Davis' Strait in the Atlantic; and 
Alaska, with its Aleutian chain of islands, to 
Greenland. But instead of there being to the 
east of Alaska, as there is to the east of Green- 
land, an escape into the polar basin for these 
warm waters, the Pacific shore-line intervenes, 
and turos them down through a sort of North 
Sea along the western coast of the continent 
toward Mexico. 

There is along the coast of California and 
Mexico, a southwardly movement of waters, as 
there is along the west coast of Africa toward 
the Cape de Verd Islands. In the open 
west of this southwardly sct along the African 
coast, there is the famous Saragossa Sea which 
is the general tacle of the driftwood and 
seaweed of the Atlantic. So, in like manner, 
to the west from California of this other south- 
wardly set, lies the pool into which the drift- 
wood and seaweed of the North Pacific are ge- 


nerally gathered. 

The natives of the Aleutian Islands, where 
no trees grow, upon the driftwood cast 
ashore there for all the timber ueed in the con- 


struction of their boats, fishing-tackle, and 


household gear. Among this timber, the 
camphor-tree, and other woods of China and 
Japan, are said to be often In this 


fact we bave additional evidence touching this 
China Stream, as to which but little, at best, is 


wn. 
Inshore of, but counter to the China current 
along the eastern shores of Asia, is found a 
streak, or layer, or current of cold water an- 
swering to that between the Gulf Stream and 
the American coast. This current, like its 
fellow in the Atlantic, is not strong enough at 
all times sensibly to affect the course of navi- 
gation ; but, like that in the Atlantic, it is the 
nursery of most valuable fisheries. The fishe- 
ries ot Japan are quite as extensive as those of 
N land, and the people of each country 
are indebted for their valuable supplies of ex- 
cellent fish to the cold waters which the cur- 
rents of the sea bring down to their shores.

Bible Religion. 

It is an internal principle ; it is also a prac- 
tical life. It is love in the heart, working out 
in devotion to God and usefulness to man. It 
has therefore a two-fold life ; a life in the soul, 
and a life in the wor!d. And in both spheres it is 
active. In the soul,it inspires tbe profoundest 
reverence for God, the deepest humility for 
self, the sincerest penitence for sin, the highest 
aspirations for purity, and the most heroic de- 
votion to truth and piety. In the world, it 
nerves its possessor to self-denial and self-con 
trol, emboldens him to resist every foe, 
strengthens him to endure every evil, and helps 
him under every pressure, and in the midst of 
whatever responsibilities, to commune daily 
with his Maker and do good continually to his 
fellow-men. 

Such a religion, therefore, cannot be dormant 
in the soul. It findsno opportunity to rest. 
The heart always requires watchfulness, for it 
is prone to indolence and to evil. The soul 
daily needs prayer, for its own passions burn 
to consume it, and the world and the devil are 
leagued to destroy it. The mind always needs 
instruction, for its understanding is darkened, 
and by nature loves darkness rather than light. 
And not a man lives who can saſely, even for a 
day, or an hour, do without the light and the 
help which this religion brings dows from God: 
and not a man lives who has this religion but 
feels his need of that help, and seeks that help 
from day to day. For that religion is a thing of 
life. It is its nature to awaken thought, to 
arouse feeling, and provoke to action. Io its 
highest exercise in the soul, that thought and 
feeling become intense, aud that action ear- 
nest. 

Such a religion, therefore, cannot be uscless 
in the world. The heart that is prompted by 
it to pray will always find utterance in the 
closet. The soul that is made thirsty by it for 
knowledge, will daily find in the open Bible 
the fountain of living waters to quench his 
thirst. So the man whose ambition has been 
awakened by it to follow Christ in his paths of 
daily usefulness, will never lack opportunities 
to do good. ‘And he will do good. He will 
esteem it a privilege. He will not ask to be 
excused from his duty. He will be glad to let 
his light shine. He willdo all in his power to 
extend his influence. To do good will be the 
object for which he lives. If he seek honors, 
it will be, to give him a higher position for use- 
fulness. If he seek wealth, it will be to multi- 
ply his means and gratify his desire to do good. 
If he seek knowledge, it will be to add power} 
to his influence and prolong and widen his use- 
fulness in time tocome. And that influence 
will be felt in the sphere in which it is exeried. 
The family and the social circle will feel it.— 
And it willevery where command respect, and 
everywhere commend es well as exemplify the 
religion from which it springs. 

Alas! that this religion should have so ma- 
ny counterfeits, that so much that pusses for it 
should have only its vame or its form. But 
name and form need never be mistaken for it. 
The soul thas bas it feels its life within.— 
And the world see and admire its heavenly 
beauty, and feel its power, as it kindles that 
soul in prayer, and develops itself in that soul 
through all the walks of practical godliness. 

Love and zeal, faith and works, prayer and 
beneficence, Christian and Christ-like are al- 
ways associated together in the B.ble— 
All together constitute Bible religion. It is 
the only religion that honors its author. It is 
the only religion that is worth possessing. It 
is the only religion that is really useful. Wben 
so little of it is visible among its professors, in 
you and me, reader, among others, is it a won- 
der that so little good is done ? 


Behavior at Church. 


Going to church on Sunday is one of the 
nabits of a large population of the people, and 
connected with this habit there are certain 
proprieties of behaviour that are worthy of 
consideration. For instance, whispering and 
laughing, and nodding to recognise friends, are 
not becoming the peace and occasion of pub- 
lie worship.

Springing out of the seat instantly 
after the benediction is pronounced, indicates 
a total disregard of or disbelief in the presence 
and awful greatness of the God whose blessing 
is invoked, and presence of mind, a little ob- 
servation, or good society ought, either of 
them, to be sufficient to correct the practice. 
Disregarding the forms and positions adopted 
when you are at church is ill-mannered. 

Entering church after service is begun can 
be excused only by necessity, and when young 
ladies do it habitually they are liable to be ac- 
cused of ignoble motives for it.

The sacredness of the right, to do that 
which is morally wrong, is hard to be unde- 
rstood ; the right to get drank forsooth, and to 
makethe day of rest one of riot and dissipation, 
does not possess a character so sacred in our 
eyes as to cause a horror at seeing it regalated 
and abridged if the public good requires. The 
Talk farther says: 

“ We do not wish to croak or threaten, or 
dictate on this subject, but we will say that 
the ordioance in question is the most incunsid- 
erate, unwise, injudicious and unpopular that 
the Board could attempt to enforce; and. if 
not repealed, will result in doing incalculable 
injury to the community. It should be repealed 
at once. and we trust it will be.” 

It is beyond our comprebension why such 
enactments are improper in this place, where 
the evil of intemperance prevails to an extent 
equalled by few cities in the Union, when it is 
a fact that similar ordinances are enforced in 
three quarters of the large towns in the Uni- 
ted States from Maine to Texas,and when it 
is well known, that where they are in operation 
public morality is greatly advanced, and that 
crime and pauperism are proportionately de- 
creased. We say, then, to the Board of Sa- 
pervisors, Go on in your work, the moral sen- 


timent of the community will eustain you. 
‘The that the ordinance “ will result in 
doing inealeula ble injury to the community,” 
is decidedly rich. What portion of the commu- 
pity—most assuredly not the honest, tem- 
perate, moral portion ; they will be the last to 
complain, they have seen the evil of the “abuse 
of the good thing,’ they will be quite willing to 
see less riot and disturbance on the of day rest ; 
they have had to pay too much in the 
shape of taxes to support prisons and hospitals 
made necessary by the liquor trader, and will 
be, as they are, well pleased with the ordinance, 
As to the sellers of the article they should be 
satisfied with getting the most of the earnings 
of their unfortunate customers during the oth- 
er six days of the week, and console themselves 
with thinking their trade will be just so much 
the better, on the days their trade is not re- 
strained. 


Law and the Courts. 

A few months ago considerable discussion 
occurred through the columns of one of the 
papers of this city, in regard to the morality 
of the practice of law. Its use ulness or use- 
lessness was reviewed. It is very well to talk 
of making laws so simple that every man can 
be his o-wᷣa lawyer. But is it practicable 
The infinite diversity of cases requiring the 
nicest distinction and the most extensive re- 
search, places the adjastment of civil suits al- 
together beyond the knowledge in legal princi- 
ples attainable by persons engaged in other 
occupations. Doubtless there is vo profession 
more abused than this. There is nove to which 
a thoroughly dishonest man would sooner re- 
sort. In its intricacies he may hide his vil- 
lanie?, and cover his robberies. It is the pro- 
fession, of all others, most attractive to the 
subtile, covetous mind. 

Bat its abuse, so constant and outrageous, 
does not disprove its usefulness or its morality. 
Human law, honorably admioistered, both re- 
sored to and practiced for the sake of holding 
men to the right is a beautiful instrument. Al- 
though made the screen of bad men, it is more 
commonly the sare means of detecting and ex- 
posing guilt. Before the scrutiay of a court, 
driven from one refuge to another, through the 
sifting of witnesses, retreating before bot evi- 
dence as animals and snakes run before a prai- 
rie fire, it is refreshing and a compensation for 
the abuse of the law, to see bad men afraid of 
it. A lawyer who claims to detect guilt, and 
follows it from step to step, over the firm 
ground of evidence, not sophistry, is doing a 
great service to the community, such as no 
otber position can render. 


So equally is he true to the rod of justice 
who defends an accused person, to the extent of 
securing the most favorable view of extenua- 
ting circumstances, of using the cogs which the 
law farnishes to protract examination and give 
full force to counter testimony, and of arrang- 
ing and comparing testimony. So long as this 
is the course pursued,and no sophistry em- 
ployed to blind a jury, and no perjnred evidence 
introduced to deceive them, so long the de- 
fence of men charged with crime is also honor. 
able. But carried beyond this, to the extent 
of endeavoring to clear men who are known to 
be guilty, by all means, and for a fee or the 
more important motive of triumph,we know not 
how to reconcile this with justice aud right.— 
There cannot be any morality in professionally 
using means in themselves dishonest to accom 
plish an end undesirable. To admit this would 
demand double the casuistry required in order 
to admit that a good end sanctifies bad means. 

In open Court we heard a talented lawyer 
the other day assert that, in criminal practice, 
he didn’t much care whether bis client was 
guilty or no: he professed to be able to clear 
him. Ah! this is a bad doctrine. It is a per- 
version of a whole profession. Give the ac- 
cused every farr chance by the eliciting of truth, 
by every honorable argument, but let not an 
honorable man, in an honorable profession, g. ve 
abad ceuse the advantage of bad resorts, 
countenanced and employed by himself. ‘I'he 
lawyer owes something to truth, something to 
justice, and not everything—truth, honor and 
all—to his client. Follow the truth, and we 
will honor the man who thus follows the law. 

The obligation resting upon the judge to 
give a criminal only the advantage of evidence | 
is, if possible, stronger. We know not how 
deeply enough to execrate the judge, who, in 
the name of justice and righteousness, connives 
at crime and covers it with his fearfal mantle.

Lecture THE Younc Men’s Curis- 
TIAN Association.—The third of a course of 
lectures before this Association will be deliv- 
ered by Rev. W. H. Hill. on Tuesday evening, 
Jan 20th, at 734 o'clock, at the First Congre- 
gational corner of California and Da- 
pont. Subject of thelectare: “The Position 
neee of the Young Men of California.’ 
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Last evening, pursuant to invitation, a num- 
ber of gentlemen met at Mr. Brierly’s church, 
on Washington street, to bear the report of 
the Trustees (heretofore elected) upon the 
University proposed to be instituted and en- 
dowed in this State. The meeting, though 
less numerously attended than might have 
been desired, was resp. etable in point of num- 
bers, and composed as it was, of the most tru- 
ly worthy portion of our community, the kind 
of men to whom we look for all that is caicu- 
lated to benefit the City and State by promot- 
iag morality, education and their attendant 
virtues, may be said to have been one of the 
most interesting ever assembled in California. 

At the hoar appointed the meeting was 


poor called to order, and the Hon. Mr. Duer ap- 


pointed Chairman, and Mr. Bacon Secretary. 
Ira P. Rankin on the part of the Board of 
Trustees, introduced to the meeting the Rev. 


him at the request of the Board. 

This report, which is soon to be published, 
was a most able and convinciog document. It 
is impossible in a brief article to do justice to 
the matter it contained. It gave a full de- 
scription of the comparative advantages and 
disadvantages of the various sites and locali- 
ties proposed, evincing in, the outset a busi- 
ness capacity fand foresight worthy of the 
shrewdest Yankee from the land of wooden 
putmegs, and attractive to all. from the beau- 
ty of its style and the great amount of valua- 
ble information conveyed. 

As the report will soon be before the pub- 
lie we will not undertake to give even a sy- 
nopsis of the contents and content ourselves 
with saying, it was one of the most complete 
and eloquent documents that it has ever been 
our fortune to hear read, and commend it to 
our fellow-citizens as one which, for its beauty 
and importance, should be read by every well- 
wisher of the future prosperity of California. 

After Dr. Bushnell concluded, Col. Crockett, 
of this city, made a short but comprehensive 
and feeling address, fully endorsing the report 
just read, and urging the indispensable neces- 
sity of establishing in this State an insti- 
tution where the sons of California, her future 
statesmen, legislators, and men of the learned 
professions, shall receive the education which 
will fit them to fill these places with honor to 
themselves and credit to the Golden State. He 
spoke of the difficulty now experienced by our 
citizens in giving to their sons a complete ed- 
ucation, the cruel necessity of sending them 
through pestilential climates, voyages and 
journeys of six thousand miles, where no pa- 
rental eye could watch over their welfare, and 
where the warm affections which cluster around 
them in the family circle, one so far removed fur 
years, as to lose most of the healthful iuflu- 
ence over the conduct of the absent students. 

Dr., Gibbons, ex-Mayor Webb, and Rev. 
Mr. Myers, of Alameda, also spoke in warm 
con mendation ofthe Report. Mr. I. P. Ran- 
kin, in explanation, stated what had already 
been done by the trustees, the general plan of 
the University, embracing the united energies 
of all the Protestant societies of the State, 
discarding the minor distinctions ofcre d, and 
aiming to establish an institution of learning 
where all could meet spon a common ground, 
to promote that great and all-important object. 
He informed the meeting that the enterprise

Trustees being resolved that notwithstanding 
the magnitude of the undertaking, they would 
go forward, trusting to the aid and ass‘stance 
of the friends of Education in this State par- 
ticularly, and hoping for much assistance from 
the liberality of our brethren in the Atlantic 
States.

The Governor's Message. 
This document was transmitted to both 
Houses of the Legislature on Wednesday, the 
Loth inst. With many good suggestions and 
some interesting information, it does little 
credit to its author's discernment or strait- 


The thanking Heaven that the free people 
of the United States, saw fit to elect one man 
in preference to another, at the late Presiden 
tial Election, is in bad taste, and meddling with 
a matter that is, simp'y, none of his business. 

His special pleading about the Vigilance 
Committee is equally out cf place, being, in 
many respects, unreliable in fact and equally 
unreliable in its deductions ; if he bad seen fit 
to thank Heaven that it was now a matter of 
history, only, it would have been in better 
taste, and exhibited a sympathy with the peo- 
ple of the State, mach more to his credit. | 

Upon the state of the Indians in California, 
he gives some detailed information, very well 
in its way ; but we are at a loss to see why, in 
the wide extent of territory embraced within 
the limits of the State, some few secluded val- 
lies cannot be found suitable for their continu- 
ed occupation, instead of sending, fas he sug- 
gests, the native inbabitants and owners of the 
soil from their own lands, to seek a new home 
the other side of the Sierra monntains. 

As to the financial condition of the State 
he has arrived at the sage conclasion that it is 
fast approaching bankruptey,—a wonderfal 
diseovery, indeed, and one which has been 
harped on by the public press to such an ex- 
tent, that it has finally furced conviction even 
upon His Excellency. 

He represents the State's indebtedness at 
$3,564,649 97, and the interest to be paid au- 
nually at 265.111 56. The whole amount of 
revenue collected from taxes for the past year 
is $400,000.

No wonder he concluded that bankruptcy 
stared us in the face, with an expenditure ex- 
ceeding the taxation over $800,000 in the year! 
It will require we fear greater financial abilities 
than our State authorities have shown to avert 
such a disaster. 

His recommendation of a more rigid euforce- 
ment ofthe collection of taxes, &c., with the 
party now in power controlling the offices, 
will amount to little, even were the Stamp tax 
and other measures he recommends passed by 
the Legislature. 

The Governor advocates the passage of an 
act to facilitate the collection and disbursement 
of $2,706,512, due this State by the United 
States, for duties collected in California before 
she was admitted into the Union, and which he 
believes to belong of right to the people of this 
State. 

The balance due on what is termed the War 
Debt, is stated to be $218,020,97. It is hoped 
Congress will make provision for paying it at 
its present session. 

As to the payment of interest when due, his 
Excellency tries to explain, and “ hopes a like 
calamity will not again occur.” 

He recommends some further amendments to 
the Constitution, and suggests the propriety of

From the 
character of those present, and the hearty en- 
dorsement given by all to the enterprise, to as- 
sist which they were called together, we cannot 
but draw the most pleasing auguries of success 
to an undertaking which, we look upon, as one 
not second in importance, to anything ever agi- 
tated on the shores of the great Pacific. 


Socta, Procress.—Oar political progress 
has been great. Our social progress has 
not kept pace. An appeal is wanting to the 
moral sentiment of the community, in order 
that society may become that beautiful thing 
which it was intended ; the delicate texture of 
courteous, refined intercoarse. Between this 
and the low, vulgar intercourse, where passion 
rules, there is every degree of variation, 
Silks and jewels, wit and beauty, gayety and 
urbanity, are not enough to form the textare, 
and lay the velvet softness upon it and tint it 
with the richest hue of all that is delightful In 
the highest society. The best charm comes 
from intelligence, wit, beauty and moral deli- 
cacy combined ; and where the last is wanting 
there is only gaudiness, not soft lustre. 

Such we fear is, too much, our fashionable 
society here. Unfit characters are admitted. 
Not those indeed who are below caste in soci- 
ety, but who ought to be. And even those 
who are unsuspected—not candidates for a di- 
vorce and convenient change of social rela- 
tions—appear to have lost that delicacy which 
shows itself in the dress not less than on the 
stainless cheek. This comes from evil contact, 
and results in social degradation. 

If there is anything beautiful in society un- 
tainted with that grossness, which borders 
close on indelicacy, let us have it here. Ma- 
ny of the most refined are driven from social 
life by reason of this very laxness of senti- 
ment. The very original idea of society 
is, that those included in it, enter on equal 
terms : furnishing each his share of the intelli- 
gence, wit and moral worth, which give value 
to the circle. The old Romans used the word 
in one form to denote equal allies, as distin- 
guished from others. 


The Sun newspaper of this city has a new 
feature, which deserves to be noted as perhaps 
one of the signs of the times. The paper 
seems to have been conducted hitherto on the 
maxim of Lord Bacon, that “a mixture of 
lies doth ever add pleasure.” It now indulges 
in a religious vein, and from the devotional 
tone and pious language with which it eulo- 
gizes Dr. Scott, one might be inclined to sap 
posed that its editors were the most exemplary 
church-goers in the city ; in fact, that they did 
nothing else but go to Calvary Church and 
edit the Sun. But it is very difficult to plate 
sin with religion, in so nice a manner that the 
copper will not show under the silver. It has 
been said with truth, that “experience has 
taught deceiving men to be suspicious of those 
who carry mach of their religion on the out- 
side of their characters. Among the Turks, 
it is a maxim of prudence, ‘ never to trust a 
brother who has made the pilgrimage to Mec- 
oa. We think the public would rather pre- 
fer the former than the latter mode of con-

Partnerships. 

The most singular alliances are sometimes 
made in California. Whether it be for mining 
purposes or for marriage, the most reckless and 
unsuitable unions conceivable, are hastily con- 
summated here ; as if interests could be sever- 
ed and partnerships ended with the same ease 
with which they are entered upon. Persons 
who know nothing of ech other's antecedents, 
know not even their reputation in the om 
munity where they live, will join together their 
interests and call themselves partners in busi- 
ness or partners for life. It is a great deal 
easier uniting than separating. In case of 
marriage, a minister, bya simple rite, can con- 
summate the one—a court is required to do the 
other. In case of business, a slight under- 
standing, without settlemeut of minutie, suffi- 
ces to form an union; to dissolve it often re- 
quires the aid of litigation, and is attended with 
bitterness. No ordinary circumstance can be 
more disagreeable than to form even the most 
temporary unhappy connection. One's good 
name in confidiogress and unsuspiciousness may 
be connected with the name of a rogue, and 
thus suffer contamination. Nothing is more 
mortifying than this, nothing more unpleasant 
than the discovery that one has been duped or 
has gone blindly into a disgraceful connection. 
To avoid such dilemmas and such odium, let 
greater care be exercised in regard to the char- 
acter of those, a connection with whom, for 
any common purpose, may be thought desirable 

If deception has occurred, let the man who 
has proved unworthy be shaken off as a viper. 
He who will in any way consort witha bad 
man, knowing him to be such, deserves to suf- 
fer in consequence. From what we have seen, 
and even ourselves experienced the evils of 
hasty and unfit business connections, and from 
our observation of the haste with which such 
are here formed, we deem a warning not out of 
place, and unsuitable to those who are honest 
themselves and free from malice, and too prone, 
it may be, to trust the stranger and commit to 
bis keeping a good name and peace and worldly 
prospects. A connection is easier made than 


undone. Act not in haste, to repent at leisure. 05

Our New Senator. 


Mr. Broderick is now a member of the Uni- 
ted States Senate from California. It may be 
said, we think, with truth, that he owes his 
success more to his own indomitable will and 
untiring effort, than to any strong hold which 
be has ever had upon the affections of the peo- 
ple of California. Most men who have 
attained the same proud position, have eagerly 
sought for opportunities to become favorably 
known by the manifestation of commanding 
abilities, by exhibition of oratorical greatness, 
or by proof of the possession of profound 
statesmanlike qualities. They have occupied 
a large share of the public attention. Crowds 
have learned to listen with breathless admira- 
tion to their eloquent accents. Their names 
have become household words. In assem. 
blages of the people, in State Legisli tures, 
with a profound conviction of the truth and 
reasonableness of the ancient maxim, “ Non 
sine pulvere palmam,” they have toiled and 
wrestied for pre-eminence in political knowl- 
edge and the power to be useful. And thus 
painſully laboring, and faithfully improving 
their talents, they bave become known and 
honored beyond the limits of their own State, 
often illustrated by their labors, and have 
been elevated by universal acclaim to seats in 
the most august body in the world. 

By no such process and with no such gen- 
eral acclamation, has Mr. Broderick been 
inducted into the high office which has been 
the object of his ambition for the last five 
years. No public man in the State is, per 
haps, less personally known. Few have ever 
heard him speak in public or know whether he 
can speak effectively. The interests of the 
State, of the city in which he has resided, bave 
been in no respect, that the public are aware 
of, materially advanced by his legislative wis- 
dom or his public-spirited exertions. The 
possession of those great abilities and sterling 
qualities, so necessary in this high office, may 
be taken for granted, but certainly have not 
been proved in the case of Mr. Broderick. 
How, then, it may be asked, has he succeeded 
in reaching one of the proudest stations in the 
Republic? It is generally understood that in 
the effecting this single object he has expended 
an ample fortune; and any one at all ac- 
quainted with the power of the “ almighty dol- 
lar,“ over the bodies and souls of men, in this 
State, can judge how much he may have 
accomplished by this means. Well skilled, 
too, in all the arts of managing caucuses and 
conventions, how many patriots who trust to 
the mercy of God and some kind of an office 
for their daily bread, could he not command by 
promises of office? Some, too, there are, who 
might be at least convinced by his resolute de- 
termination to have the office, that he was fit 
for it, without being able to assign any other 
reason for their faith. Thus, in silence, has he 
for years been assiduously preparing and em- 
ploying the means which should secure his 
great triumph. Daunted by no reverse and io 
despair at no failure, be bas, each year, cor- 
rected the errors of the preceding one, and 
skillfully altered bis tactics to suit the altered 
condition of things. While known never to 
have been scrupulous in using any tools, how- 
ever vile they might be, provided only they 
could be made serviceable, he has carefully 
kept up the appearance of respectability him- 
self. To none of the vices so prevalent here, 
especially among a peculiar class of politi 
cians, has be been believed or reported to be 
addicted. 

And now he enters upon the discharge of 
the duties of his high office with, as we think, 
more than the usual advantages. Many men 
have entered Congress oppressed with their 
own high reputation, and have been quickly 
ruined by being unable to juatify the high rais 
ed expectations of the public. Mr. Broderick 
has no difficulty of this kind to contend with. 
Knowing not what to expect from him, an ex- 
hibition on his part of great ability, skill in 
legislation, or sound practical statesmanship, 
will no less surprise than delight his constitu- 
ents, and will at once secure him the highest 
respect and extensive popularity. 

No partizan of Mr. Broderick, expecting 
nothing at his hands in the shape of office ; but 
filled with an earnest desire that the true in- 
terests of California may find one resolute up- 
holder and strenuous advocate in the councils 
of the nation, we most sincerely hope that it 
may prove that, retired as he of late has been 
from the publie eye, he has been strenuously 
devoting himself to a faithful preparation for 
his high duties, that his abilities may prove 
ample to sustaim him in a long, honorable and 
useful career of public service ; and that, de- 
terminedly thrusting aside every thing and 
every body that may have contributed to his 
success, but would now degrade him in public 
estimation, or impair his usefulness in any de- 
gree, he may become a blessing and an honor 
to the State whose interests and reputation are 
so largely in his keeping.

Publio Schools. 


Although the provision made ſor the sup- 
port of the city schools by the Consolidation 
Act is amply sufficient, by the neglect of the 
property-holders to pay their taxes, the schools 
cannot be kept in operation more than four 
months during the flirt half of the year 1857. 
Upwards of $40,000 is now due the School 
Fand from delinquent tax-payers,and until the 
Sheriff-question is finally decided by the Su-

The estimate expenses necessary to keep the 
schools open four months are about $35,000. 
As there is not safficient money in the ‘I'reas- 
ury to pay the expenses of even two weeks, and 
the Consolidation Bill prohibits the contrac- 
tion of debt by the Board, it is proposed that 
no teachers be employed by the Board unless 
they sign a written agreement releasing the Su- 
perintendent and the Board of Education from 
all personal responsibility; that the same 
agreement be required of all persons of whom 
the Board may lease buildings; and that when 
a sufficient sum of money shall have accumula- 
ted in the Treasury to pay the first month’s 
indebtedness for all purposes, then the Super- 
intendent shall draw his warrants on the 
Treasury.

Mr. J. A. Thompson, the indefatigable Car- 
son Valley expressman, arrived in this city on 
Thursday evening last, after a four days’ jour- 
ney, having left there on Monday morning. 
Mr. T., in his late journey to the Valley, 
about the 22d Dec., was accompanied by two 
men. At Lake Valley, they found a man by 
the name of James Sessions, in a cabin, in a 
lamentable condition. Mr. Sessions had at- 
tempted to-go to Carson Vailey, but his feet 
became so frozen he could travel no further. 
His matches were damp, and for four days he 
had no fire; finally he found some loose matcbes 
in the cabin, started a fire and removed his 
boots, which had previously been so frozen that 
his knife made no impression upon them. He 
had been 12 days in the cabin previous to the 
arrival of Mr. Thompson, the last four of which 
dry flour was his only food. Mr. T. journeyed 
to the Valley, fifteen miles, obtained the assis- 
tance of five men, who returned with him and 
removed Mr. Sessions. His feet will have to 
be amputated at the instep. 

About the 15th Dec. Benj. Fenwick, who 
bad been on a hunting expedition to Carson 
Valley, accompanied by a dog, started on his 
return to the cabin of 4 we in H 
Valley, for whom he had been ring in 
copper mines. Five days afterwards the d 
came to the cabin of Mr. R., nearly famished. 
Mr. Rodgers’ company followed the dog’s track 
and within three hundred yards of the cabin, 
found Mr. Fenwick in a sitting position, frozen 
to death. The dog had evidently been lying 
across his lap.

Supreme Court Decisions. 

The first session of the January Term of the 
Supreme Court was held Jan. 7th, when eight 
decisions were rendered—Judge Heydenfeldt up 
to this time occupying his position upon the 
Bench. Inthe case of Adams et. al. vs. Hackett 
& Casserly, a decree to set aside a judgment in 
favor of the latter was affirmed—an assignment 
of — — for twenty-nine thousand dollars 
having made by I.C. Woods to Hackett & 
Casserly, in satisfaction of a demand of ten thous 
sand dollars. The Court held the assignment to 
have been irregular and void. 

In the case of McCarron & Fitz vs. O 
Connel, et. al., judgment is affirmed. Possession 
alone is sufficient to enable a plaintiff to recover 
against a trespasser, although the plaintiff may 
have failed to sustain a higher title. The ab- 
sence of a seal to a bill of sale, therefore, in this 
instance, made no difference. 

In the case of the State vs. Downer & Smith, a 
very important question is settled. Upon the bas 
sis of a decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, the Court hold thatthe act of this 
State levying a tax of fifty dollars each, on Chi- 
nese passengers, is invalid and void. Judgment 
is affirmed. 


In the case of the Live Yankee Company vs. 
the Oregon Company, the Court hold that the 
motion fora new t was properly denied. If 
the plaintiffs, as alleged, were surprised, their 
proper course would have been to have taken a 
nonsuit, and not to proceed to trial upon the case 
which was made up. 

In the case of McSummers rs. Frauner vs. 
Cram, Rodgers & Co., and Edwards vs. 2 
judgments are reversed, and in Ford ve. Smith, 
the appeal is dismissed.— Sac. Union.
